pain and other military leaders;

Mexicans, numbering about 3,-

about 12,000,000. 


Villa, who is believed to have 


11 feathered his nest,'' may be 
brought to terms without a great 
deal of difficulty after he has been 
convinced that the United States 


and the countries co-operating 
with it will not tolerate further 
brigandage on bis part. The Chi 
Illinium chieftain is said to have 
"cached" a lot of money in New 
York city and that he.will finally 
consent to be "exiled." 


Carranza, better fortified in a 


military and financial way than 
Villa, will not be as easy to gel 
rid of, but the officials of this and 
the governments acting with il 
have reason to justify the, belicJ 
that this following will full away 
from him as soon as the United 
States and other countries in the 
peace making union begin to ex- 
ert their strong arms. 


In other words,.the representa- 


tives of South and Central Ameri 
can governments who have main- 
tained diplomatic and trade rela 
tions with Jfexicb'during the se- 
ries of revolts of the last three or 
four years are convinced that Car- 
ranza's lieutenants will leave him 
high aud dry 
once the United 


States indicates its determination 
to take steps to really restore or- 
der by showing the decent people 
of Mexico a way to accomplish it. 


General Scott has already be- 


gun negotiations with Villa ant] 
will in turn approach other lead- 
ers like Zapata and Obregou with 
a view to impressing upon them 
the expediency of falling in with 
the plans of tlie American govern- 
ment now for the first time seri- 
ously undertaking to restore nor- 
mal conditions in th« Mexican re- 
public. 


Carranza will be left until the 


last, although it is more than 
probable that several of his most 
important lieutenants will have 
been won over to'the' peace mak- 
ing plan promoted by tins govern- 
ment. 


Just what form of ultimatum 


General Scott undoubtedly will 
present is known only to Secre- 
tary of State Lansing, but there is 
reason to believe that it will be of 
a most decisive nature, and that 
General Scott will make it clear 
to the revolutionary leaders of 
Mexico that the time for. palaver 
has passed and that they must all 
make concessions for the good of 
not ouly their own people, but of 
the Western Hemisphere.
